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DETAILED ACTION 

Non-Final Rejection (8/22/07) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

1. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hamamoto et al. (4,627,201). 

Regarding Claims 1-10, Hamamoto et al. (4,627,201) discloses the invention 
as claimed to include a support body consisting of a window chassis 12 supporting an 
outer glass 4, said system further including a couiiterchassis fit to connect said 
support body to said vehicle body, wherein said counterchassis includes a draw 
piece Fig 3 with at least an outer portion 10a and at least an inner wing 18, said 
outer portion and said inner wing being interconnected, wherein said outer portion 
is substantially coplanar to said outer glass; wherein said draw piece is 
substantially Z-shaped Fig 3; wherein said outer portion of said draw piece is 
shaped so as to be coplanar also to an outer profile of said chassis Fig 3; wherein 
said inner wing of the draw piece includes a housing for the means used to fasten 
the chassis to said draw piece Fig 3; wherein said chassis is connected to the draw 
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piece through the interposition of gaskets fit to provide centering, watertightness 
and the support of the window framework Fig 3; wherein said draw piece is 
provided with a fastening foot 13a to improve the structural stability of the 
system: wherein said draw piece is provided with special steps and notches allowing 
it to be steadily fixed to the vehicle body opening through gluing or through 
mechanical connection means Fig 3; wherein it is provided with a gasket for 
condensate recovery 14, said gasket being housed within a specially-shaped throat 
formed into the profile of the chassis Fig 3; wherein said outer glass is supported 
by said window chassis, to which it is glued Fig 3; wherein said draw piece consists 
of a single piece Fig 3.
